of America. The scope of this festival is most comprehensive and 
we would like to point out a few of the choicest attractions. 


Craft Alliance and Missouri Craftsmen's Council members will 
organize a show of their work entitled "Here and Now". The con- 
temporary crafts area of the exhibit will feature a pottery demon- 
stration by Carl Sande of the Craft Alliance. America's foremost 
authority on contemporary crafts, Mrs, Vanderbilt Webb, will make 
a critic's choice selection from "Here and Now", Mrs. Webb is the 
founder and chairman of the American Craftsmen's Council and President 
of the World's Crafts Council, and she will give a lecture in the 
ninth floor auditorium of the downtown store at 7:30 p.m. on Monday 
evening on the subject of "American Craftsmen in the Changing Scene". 
The American Craftsmen's Council was also instrumental in organizing, 
especially for "The Beautiful American", a sale and exhibit of con- 
temporary crafts of major design status from America House, New York. 


Three other exhibitions to be noted especially are "Handicrafts 
of the Southeast", from the Smithsonian Institution Traveling 
Exhibition Service, consisting of folk art mainly from Appalachia; 
"Rubbings from Early American Stone Carvings", an exhibit and sale 
from the Smithsonian Institution Museum Shop; and "American Indian 
Arts and Crafts", a show of top quality designs, both traditional 
and contemporary from the Bureau of Indian Affairs of the Department 
ef the Interior, 


The Missouri Historical Society will present an exhibit of 
photographic blow-ups, depicting scenes of Old St. Louis. Of 
further historic interest will be an antique post card collection 
ofthe 1904 World's Pair in. St. Louis; an exhibit of political 
Campaign memorabilia, some of which is over 100 years old; a broadside 
of the Declaration of Independence; and a coin and paper money collection 
from the Eric P. Newman Numismatic Education Society.

In addition, 
she will give a half-hour slide lecture on October 14 at 7:00 p.m., 
entitled "The Problems of a First Lady". Other auditorium events 
have been scheduled to provide a continuous cavalcade of the best 
talent America has to offer: The jazz and folk companies representing 
the U.S.A. at the October Olympics in Mexico City; Michael Field, 
the gourmet's gourmet; Julie Dannenbaum, a professional chef and 
teacher; a patriotic revue; a wild west show; fashion shows; and 
the Fiesta Noche del Rio from San Antonio will highlight our 
auditorium events, 


For further details about these and other special events, may 
we suggest that you consult the daily newspapers.
